Burning of Camden Ferry Boat New 
Jerse yo 


LOSS OF LIFE! 


List of the Dead, Injured and Missing. 


Five Bodies Recovered—About Twenty 
Persons Burned, and Thirty-six Missing. 


One of the most fearful disasters which 
has happened upon the Delaware since the 
burning of the Wm. Penn, some-twenty years 
ago, occurred on Saturday night, betwecn & 
and 9 o’clock. 

The Camden ferry boat ‘‘ New Jersey,” 
belonging to the Philadelphia and Camden 
Ferry Company, with passengi rs to the num- 
ber of nearly one hundred, mostly resideuts 
ot New Jersey, started for Camden. 

"The boat was headed for the Canal, but 
on reaching that point, Captain Corson dis- 
covered that the ice was so jammed beiween 
the banks, that to go throngh would be alinost 
an impossibility. 

The boat was then turned northward, so 
asto cross the bar some distance above 
Smnith’s Island... When nearly opposite Arch 
street whart, the boat was discovered to be 
on fire near the smoke stack. An effort was 
made to check the flames, but without avail. 
the 
passengers all pressing forward to escape the 
flames, and to be the first to jump a-shore, as 
soon as the boat should touch the wharf, the 
Captain having directed the pilot to steer 
direct for the Arch street wharf. ‘Lhe tire 
had broken out amidships, in the immediate 
neighborhood of tne engine. It is believed 
that it originated in tne fire-room. ‘Ihe 
flames spread with fearful rapidity, and in an 
instant almost, the fire, wafted in that direc- 
tion, had enveloped the entire after part of 
the boat in flames. Before reaching the 
wharf the fire was raging around the pilot 
house and the engine, and both the engineer 
and the pilot were driven from their posts. 
The boat was steered by tiller chains but the 
pilot and the engineer being unable to main- 
tain their stations, the steamer became un- 
manageable. When within about thirty tee: 
of the wharf the pilot house fell. A flood 
tide was running, and setting up the river, 
which cansed the boat to steer off from the 
wharf and float towards the island again. 
Betore this time, however, most of the pass 
engers had jumped over-board, some of whom 
managed to get upon cakes of ice, and others 
were taken from the water by persons in 
sinall boats. Many of the passengers, among 
whom were some females, remained on the 
boat until the burning of their clothes drove 
them to leap into the water. 

The pilot and two or three other persons 
succeeded in leaping safely ashore when the 
boat neared the wharf, but others fell short, 
and were either drowned or were rescued by 
those who were on the wharves and upon the 
vessels lying along them. Boats were put 
out from the shore as promptly as possibie; 
a number of fire companies were upon the 
wharf, and some of the members were instru- 
mental in saving life. Lose was laid in rea 
diness for putting the water on the flames, 
in case the boat was secured to the whart. 

The boat floated over towards the bar and 
finally lodged on. the bar among the ice. 
She was towed alterwacd by a ferry boat 
over to the Jersey shore, where she now lies 
sunk, her paddle boxes alone visible at jow 
water. 

The fact of the passengers coming on 
board in the night, renders it yery uncertain 
how many persons were on board at the tine 
of the accident, and most of their names 
would be unknown, except as the individuals 
would be recognized by acquaintances on 
board who have escaped. ‘Lhere are five 
dead bodies recovered, but some thirty per- 
sons are still missing. 
these escaped and their safety is known by 
this time to their friends..

He was taken tothe Cherry street station 
house, where he was recognized as Francis 
Fitzpatrick, a black smith, residing at No. 
64 York avenue, in this cily. He worked 
in Dunlap’s coach factory, Fifth and Button- 
wood Brent 

The body ofa little girl was found float- 
ing in the riyer near the island yesterday | 
morning. 

The body of a colored woman was found 
about 9 o’clock, last evening, about ten 
yards from Arch street wharf. She has not 
yet been identified.

NR, AQNEW’S STATEMENT . 
I was standing conversing with Mr. Mus- 


champ, & conductor on the Crmden and 
Amboy Railroad, when he discovered the 


Hames bursting cut: around the « smoke 
stack.” Making an eyclamation that the 


boat was on fire, he sprung forw ard to the 
windward. He saw the captain in the pilot 
house with the pilot. Almost the moment 
the fire was discovered; the boat was head- 
ed for the Arch street wharf. A wild. 
heartrending scene of terror ens sued. There 
were as nearly as he could remember, over 
one hundred persons on board, including 
Lw enty or twenty-five ladies. By a common 
impulse they rushed to the windward to 
avoid the intense heat of the flames, which 
had now enveloped the whole after part of 
the doomed vessel. Mr. Agnew clung to 
the guards as long as he sould: Around him 
frantically endeavoring to wrench loose the 
stauncheons which were yet free from the fF 
devouring element, were the horror-stricken 
passengers who, but a few moments before, 
had been so full of hope and happiness. 
There was nothing that he could see save a 
bench or two that could in any way be made 
available asa float or life-preserver. The 
flames, as the wind drove them about, in- 
creasing in volume every moment, caught 
ihe dresses of the women, whose shrieks for 
assistance were appalling. One youug g orl, 
Miss Carman, was the only one he recognis- 
ed, and the last he saw of her she was en- 
veloped in fire and screaming piteously. 
The scene was now almost too awful and 
appalling for reality. One by one—some- 
times five or six at the time—they made the 
fearful leap from the burning wreck into the 
scarcely iess terrible chances «f death amid 
the ice and water. 

The boat had struggled up te witbin 
twenty or tw enty-five” feet of the wharf, 
when the pilot house fell, and all command 
of it being Jost, it swung out bead down. 
There were at this time net more than six or 
eight persons remaining on board that he 
could see. He leaped into the stream, and 
says his pele fear at the moment was of be- 
ing struck by the wheels. Heswam about 
one hundred yards, when he providentially 
reached the bow ofa clipper ship and was | 
rescued by the promptness of those on bo: ird. 
{le is positive that not more than ten min- 
utes elapsed from the time of the dixcivery 
of the flames around the smoke stack until 
the boat was completely wrapped in fire. 
The captain, as far as far as he could notice 
in the confusion, was doing his utmost to 
save the lives of those on board and the pilot 
remained at his post to the last. 

The fire originated in the fireman’s room; 
does not think “thie least blame can be attach- 
ed to the captain or pilot; nor, to his know- 
ledge, to any of his employ ers. ‘The fire- 
man’s room was not fireproof. “Mr. Agnew 
was at Bioodgood’s hoiel, foot of Walnut Sus 
from whence: after receiving through the 
kindness of Mr. B. a change of clothing, he 
proceeded to Camden, to allay by his pre- 
sence the apprehensions ot his family regard- 
ing his safety. Mr. Agnew’s friend, Cot 
ductor Muschamp, was unable toswim, and 
it is feared that he is lost. 

The Engineer of the boat did not quit his 
post unul he was forced to By by the heat 
irom the burning of his cluihes.. The pilot, 
Mr. Springer, remained at bis post until 
within a few moments of the falling of the 
wheel-house.

MR. WM. COPELAND'S STATEMENTS.

The boat 
was all on fire then, and a panic ensued. 
The flam s were insupportable, and some of 
the passengers’ clothing was on fire. L was 
on the pilot deck, and the flames had not 
reached that spot, but the pilot house was 
surrounded w th ainole and flames, so that 
no person could remain tbere. The pilot 
remained until the smoke and flames drove 
him out. ‘The engine run, and could not be 
stopped, in consequence of the fire. 

MR JAMES W. FERGUSON’S STATEMENT.

The Earthquake.

in every portion of the town, The vi- 
1on appeared from N. Ic. to 8. W_, and 
ar as we can learn not a single building 
escaped the terrible shock. The first move- 
ment of the earth was very sudden, and the 
buildings swayed to and tro heavily afterward, 
and finally the vibrations wereshort and 
rapid. Evidences of the violence of the 
shock were visible in different portions of the 
city this morning, and it is surprising that 
there was not much more damage done. The 
fire Wall on the top of the store occupied by 
Messrs. Goodwin &}Jo., on Front street was 
entirely thrown from the north side the build 

ing into Oregon St. The store is newly 
built, and the mortar appears to have been of 
an inférior quality, or greatly injured by the 
recent rains, so that there was but little ad- 
hesion quality left. 3 

Two buildings atthe corner Battery and 
Washington St., occupied by Sweetzer, 
Hutchins & Co., and the bank of Messrs. 
Burgoyne & Co,, were separated about three 
inches. ‘The direction of the shock was very 
fortunate ; as, had it been in a direction par- 
allel with the streets either way, its effect 
would have been more disastrous. 

“The occupants of large brick hotels and 
boarding houses were terribly frightened, 
and in many cases rushed wildly into the St., 
forsafety. The Rassette, which isa small 
town in ilself, was the scene of great excite- 
ment. Men, woinen and children were seen 
rushing through the halls in their night- 
clothes, seeking safety from the supposed 
danger, — 

In nearly every portion of the city we hear 
of houses being injured more or less. The 
plastering was considerably cracked and torn 
off the walls of Wilson’s Exchange, Interna- 
tional Hotel, Tremont House, St. Nicholas 
Hotel, the Merchants’ Exchange building 
and the City Tall. 

‘The shock was more severely felt at Oak- 
Jand than here, and various rumours are aficat 
of damage to the Government works at Fort 
Point and Alcatraz Island; and also the 
Farallones are said to be affected very ma- 
terially. 

“The vibrations were attended with a 
heavy report resembling the discharge of 
distant artillery, but was continous and pro- 
duced a deep, low rnmbling sound, 

This earthquake has been the only theme 
of interest on the street to-day, and we have 
yet to meet the first person who was not af- 
fected by the shock. It appeared to be more 
sensib y felt out toward Fort Point than any 
locality we have beard from. ‘The smail 
dwellings in that vicinity were rocked like a 
cradle, and persons were nearly thrown out 
of their beds. Itis by all means the most 
violent earthquake that has been known in 
San Francisco since its setilement by the 
Ainericans. 

There were several slizht shocks felt dnr- 
ing the night, but did not attract the par- 
ticular attention, The first one occurred 
about 9 o’clock, and the second about 2 
o'clock, and were fullowed by the grand 
convulsion mentioned above. 


WS EFFECTS IN THE ClITY—PARTICULARS 
AND INCIDENTS. 


The 15th of Eebruary, 1856, will be long 
yemembered by the residents of San Fran- 
cisco as the day when the most powerful 
earthquake was felt in its vicinity. On the 
first page of to-day’s paper will be found 
some particulars wisich were given in our 
yesterday evening edition, and we lay be- 
fore our readers such further incidents as 
we have gathered from different portions of 
the city, that the wonderful effect of this 
freak of nature may be placed upon record 
for furture reference. 

‘The last ten days have been remarkably 
pleasant in this locality, and many persons 
familiar with these occurrences have t.e- 
quently expressed the opinion that we were 
having “real earthquake weather.” A gen- 
tleman of this city, who has spent consider- 
able time in South America and other vol- 
canie countries, remarked on Thursday 
evening that‘he would not be surprised to 
witness a convulsion at any moment, as 
there was every indicatiou of one. 

“We have seen several gent!emen who 
experienced slizht shock during the sueceed- 
ing night at different times, and a very cun- 
siderable shock was felt at 2 o’clock Friday 
morning, three hours and a half prior to the 
grand shock whieh has been the painful 
feature of interest and consternation since 
its occurrence. As elsewhere stated it oc- 
eurred at about 5:23 o’clock on Friday. 
morning, The shock was preceded and at- 
tended at its commencement by a very 
heavy and distinct report, which somewhat 
resembling the roaring or rushing of a heavy 
sea, and alsu that of distant thunder, or ar- 
tillery. In other words, it was asort of 
combination of those sounds, and such as to 
impress the least imaginative, with profound 
awe if not terror. ‘The vibrations, which 
were nearly from north to south, Jasted 
about 20 seconds, and were so forcible a» to 
awaken nearly every sleeper in the city. 
We have only heard of one person among 
all our ingui les, who was not sensible of the 
shock. Certain it is that every building in 
the city swayed tu and fro by this wonder- 
ful motion of the earth. Persons sleeping 
in the most substanual brick buildings in 
the heart of the citv—that are arranged in 
compact blocks, were suddenly awakened 
by the great violence of the convulsion. 

; ITS EFFECTS. : 

We have learned of no serious injury to 
property, or tie loss of lives, but the effects 
of the earthyuake are visible from one end 
of the city to the other. The principal 
damaye done is to the walls of plastered 
buildings, which are more or less cracked 
in a large portion of buildings, and in many 
instances the plastering bas tallen off The 
fall of the fire-wall from the top of the store 
of Messrs. Goodwin & Co., at the corner of 
Front and Oregon streets, is perhaps the 
most striking evidence.of its power. The 
wall about one hundred feet long, and four 
feet high and one foot thick, being all that 
extended abcve the rvofing. and was thrown 


in a body upon the sidewalk about six or 


eizht feet from the base of the building.

Many amusing inedents are related of the 
vecupants of the large public houses. | The 
sudden alarm of fire could not produce half 
the consternation that. prevailed in’ them. 
All ages and sexes rushed peil mell to the 
avenues of egress, in their eagerness to get 
out of the buildings, without ever stopping 
to gather up their clothing.

The Cominz Political Contest. 


Every one should be conversant with the 
principles at issue, which should actuate the 
voters in the approaching political contest 
Here are three great leading questions. 
which will form the basis of this issue. These 
are: Representation according tv population ; 
no Separate Schools; and Aboiition of 
Clerical Incorporations. Upon these three 
great leading, and to us, vztal questions, the 
cause of the people must triumph, or that of 
an illegitimate and heterodox Ministry at 
Toronto prevail. 

The several political parties in the Cana- 
das, consist of two, and a rather superanu- 
ated faction, making the fragment of a third- 
First Tories—an old Fogy, and answering 
precisely to the so-called Democratic party 
in the United States— secondly the Liberal 
answering to the true Liberty party there 
—-and thirdly the Conservatives—bearing a 
very good likenesses to the Hunker or old- 
line Whigs of the Henry Clay order. Col- 
ored men should particularly know these 
facts, in order to know intelligently what 
they are duing, and how to act under the 
circumstances. They must know; if they 
desire freedom and equality of political 
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an equal representation of the lower arith 
{ that of the upper Province, while the popu- 
' __ {lation of Upper. Canada, is a quarter of a 
| million greater than that of Lower, The 
| separate school system is also favored by 
them, as well as Clerical Incorporations, all 
for the ostensible purpose of giving the Catho- 
lics special privileges, while an advantage is 
immediately taken of it, to ask that the col- 
ored people be excluded from the public 
schools. 


The Liberalis!s oppose all of these mea- 


sures, and favor the true British policy—an 


equality of rights to all—while the old su- 
peranuated Conservatives, coalese with the 
first. But what have we to do with all 
this? Is it any business of ours? Certainly 
it is, and must be met by us at the thrus- 
hold, as a partof the great “ Sovereign of 
British people.” We are a constituent ele- 
ment in the British Canadian body politic— 
a kind of carbon in the great national at- 
mosphere, without which the three other 
elements would be inadequate. 

Let the colored Canadian then be on the 
alert. Let him boldly and manfully, though 
respectfully, assert asa freeman, his right to 
control these three great questions at the 
ballot-box. And in order to make certain 
this our vaunting, let every voter see to it 
before the election, that he has taken the 
oath of Allegiance, in order that the oppos. 
ers of equal rights may be deprived of an 
opportunity to interpose any obstructions. 

One important remark as to the candidates 
from Kent for Parliament.

Speech of the “mperor Napoleon 


Ou Monday, 3rd inst., the following speech 
was addressed to the Legislature of France, 
on the occasion of opening the session of the 
senate and the Jegistative body: 

M, M. les Pairs, M. M. les Senateurs, 

The last time that I summoned you to meet 
grave anxieties weighed upon us. ‘The allied 
armies were exhausting themselves ina siege, 
in which the stubbornness of the defenders 
made success donbtful. . Europe, uncertain, 
seemed to await the issue of the struggle be- 
fore declaring herself. 

‘Yo sustain the war, [ asked a loan which, 
although it might appear excessive, you voted 
unanimously, ‘Che high price of provisions 
menaced the laboring classes with general dis- 
comtort, and a disturbance in the monetary 
system gave ground to fear the slackening of 
vusiness and the diminution of employment. 
Well! thanks to your aid, and to the energy 
displayed it France and Magland—thanks 
above all, to the support of providence—the-e 
dangers, if they have not entirely disappear- 
ed, are for the most part dissipated. 

A great deed of arms has since decided a 
desperate struygle, unparalelled in history, in 
favur of the allies. ‘he opinion of Hurope 
from that moment has been more openly ex- 
hibited. In every direction our alliances has 
been extended, or have become more firm. 
The third loan has been supplied without diffi- 
culty. ‘The country bas again proved to me 
its confidence by subscribing a sum five times 
larger than | required from it. It has uuder- 
goue, with admirabie resignation, the suffer- 
Ings luseparable from dearness of provisions— 
sufferings which, nevertheless, have been 
mitigated by private charity, by the zeal of the 
corporations, und by the miliionsof francs dis- 
tributed in the departments. An arrival of 
foreign corn has now produced a considerable 
fallin the price of food; the fears arising 
from the disappearance of gold have faded; 
and never has labor been more active, never 


have the revenues been so large. ‘lhe 
chances of war have re-awak2ned the military 
spirit of the nation.. Never were there su 
many voluntary enlistments, nor so great an 
arder among the conscripts. 

To this short statement of our situation I 
may add a fact of a high politieal considera- 
tion. The Queen of Great Britain, wishing 
to give a proof of her confidence in, and es- 
teem for, our,country,.and to reader our rela- 
tions still more intimate, came to France. 
The enthusiastic reception which her majesty 
received must have proved to her’ how dep 


were the sentiments inspired by her presence, 


the arts of peace, as if she meant to say to 
Europe—“ The present war is but an episode 
for me, and my strength is always in a great 
measure directed towards peaceful occupa- 
tions. Let us neglect noopportunity of com- 
ing toan understanding, and do not force me 
to throw into the battle-field the whole re- 
sources and power of a great nation.” 

This appeal seems to have been heard, and 
winter, by suspending hostilities, favored the 
intervention of diplomacy. Austria tesolved 
upon a decisive step, which brought into the 
deliberations all the influence of the sovereigu 
ofavastempire. Sweden bound herself more 
clorely to England and France by ae treaty, 
which guarranteed the integrity of her terri 
ty. Finally, from all the cabinets, advice, of 
petitions, were sent to Si. Petersburgh. The 
Emperor of Russia, inheritor of a situation 
whieb he had not brovght about, seemed ani- 
mated by a sincere desire to putan end to the 
causes which had brought about this sanguin- 
ary conflict. He accepted determinedly (avec 
determination( the propositions transmitted by 
Austria. ‘Phe honour of his arms once satis- 
fied, to, defer to the distinctly expressed wish 
of Europe, was to do himself honor. 

At this moment the plenipotentiaries of the 
belligerent and allied powers are met at Paris 
to decideon the conditions of peace. The 
spiritof modcration and equity, which ani- 
mates them all, must make us hope for a favor- 
able result. Nevertheless, let us, with digni- 
ty, wait tor the end of the conferences; and 
let usbe equally ready, if it prove necessary, 
to unsheath the sword again, or to offer the 
| hand of friendship to those whom we havehon- 
| orably fought. ° 

Whatever may happen, let us busy ourselves 
with all matters whicl tend to augment the 
power and wealth of France. Let us draw 
still clover, if that be possible, the alliance 
which hus been formed by a common partici- 
pation in glory and in sacrifices, and of which 
peace will make the mutual advantages ap- 
pear even more zonspicious. Let us, lastly. 
fat this moment, so solemn for the destinies of 
the world, put our trast in God, so that he may 
guide our efforts in a way the most advanta- 
geous to the interests of humanity and of civi- 
lisation.

The Internal African Slave-Trade 


The following statements of Mr. James 
Church, recently attached, in the capacity 
of assistant, to the supplementary African 
Exploring [expedition under Dr. Vogel will 
illustrate the nature of the internal African 
slave trade. ‘They are taken from journals 
and papers of the late James Richardson, 
who, it may be remembered, died in Africa 
| some three or more yearsagu. His narra- 
tive has been published in London in two 
volumes... Mr. Richardson bad made two 
journeys into Africa, and speaking of the 
eight months and a half which, when penning 
the subjoined lines, he had passed in that part 
of the country where be was then writing he 
says: 

«| have passed eighty days out of this on 
the camel's back, and made a tour in the Sa- 
hara ofsome 1600 miles. I reckon my distan- 
ces and days from Tripoli to Ghadames, 
fifteen days ; from Ghadames to Ghat, twenty 
days; thence to Mourzuk, fifteen days ; 
thence back to Tripoli, thirty days, I walk- 
ed every day, one with another, about two 
hours, which at the rate of two and a_ half 
miles per hour, makes the distance of 400 
miles. I wore out two or three pairs. of 
shoes, but not one suit of clothes. My 
' whole expense, including servant, camel pro- 
visions, lodging, Moorish clothes, &c., for 
the nine months’ tour, did not exceed fifty 
pounds sterling, and nearly half this was 
given away in presents to the*peopleand the 
various chieftains who figure in the journal-”’ 

The writer proceeds to give the result of 
his observations on the traffic in slaves, as it 
is carried on in the Great Desert of Sahara. 

‘1. The slave traffic is on the increase in 
the Great Desert, though temporatily de- 
creasing on the route of Bournou. 

“2. Many slaves are flogged to death en 
route from Ghat to Tripoli. and others are 
over-driven or starved to death. 

“3. The female slaves are subjected to the 
most obsence insults and torments by the 
Arabs and Moorish slave-drivers. 

“4. Slave children of five years of age 
walk more than one hundred and thirty days 
over the Great Desert and other districts of 
Africa, before they can reach the slave- 
market of Tripoli, to be sold. : 

“5. Three-fourths of the traffic of the 
Great Desert and Central Africa are support- 
ed by the money and goods of European mer- 
chants resident in Tunis, Algeria, and Mgypt. 

“6. A considerable traflic in slaves is pro- 
secuted in the southern provinces of Alyeria, 
under French protection, by the Soufah and 
Shaubah Arabs. i 

“7, At present there are no wars carried 
onin Central Africa, except those for the 
capture of slaves, tosupply the market of 
Constantinople ; so far as my information 
goes. 

“8. Slaves are the grand staple of com- 
merce of the Soudan and Bournou caravans; 
and without slaves this commerce could hard- 
ly exist. ‘Twenty years ago the Sheik of 
Bournou rei:erated to our countrymen: 

*** You say that we are all the sons of one 
Father. You also say that the sons of Adam 
should not sell one another; and you know 
every thing. God has given yougreat talents. 
What are we to do? Che Arabs who come 
here will have nothing else but slaves. Why 
do you not send us merchants?’ ” 

The following passage shews how well the 
doings of the foreign slave-dealers are known 
by the Touaricks: 

“"Phey describe thousands of slaves being 
carried away by men with white cheeks and 
hands, like myself (putting their hands round 
their waist to shew how the slaves were 
ironed). These slaves are carried down the 
Niger to the salt water (Atlantic). I asked 
them how the s!aves were obtained. One ot 
them sprang up in an instant siezed an Arab’s 
gun, Ile them preformed a squatting pos- 
ture, skulking down and creeping on the floor 
.of my room, and waiting or watching in 
silence. He then made a sudden spring, as 
a tiger on its prey, with a wild shout. These 
wily antics evidently denoted a private kid- 
napping expedition. Many of these slaves 
are captives of war, for the negro princes are 
fond of war.” 

These poor slaves endeavor to sooth each 
other by their songs, of which this is a speci- 
men: : 


«Where are we going? Where are we going? 
_. Where are we going Rubee? © ~~ 
Hear us! Saye us! Make ua free! 


Send our Atka down from thee! 
Here the Ghibilee wind is blowing, 
Strange and large the world is growing! 
Teil us, Rubee, where are we going? |

“Bournou? Bournou? Where is Bournou? 
¢ Where are we going Rubee? — 
Bournou-land was rich and good, 
Wells of water, fields of food; 
Bournow-land we see no longer, 
Here we thirst and here we hunger, 
Herethe Moor man smites in anger; 
Where are we going, Rubee?’

Canada Postage: New Arrange ments 


Post Office Department, 
Washington, Feb. 19, 1856. t 


My attention has been called to the cir- 
cumstance that letters enclosed in the United 
States stamped envelopes or prepaid with 
United States postage stamps, are received 
in this country trem Canada charged by our 
frontier exchange offices as unpaid. 

The practice on the part of the United 
States exchange offices is, strictly speaking, 
correct, as each country recovnises its own 
postage stamps only in prepayment of letters, 
and hence it Is irregular to use United States 
stamps in the prepayment of letters from Ca- 
nad. : 

But, inasmuch as the parties addressed 
feel aggrieved if postage is demanded on 
the delivery of such letters, and urge that 
the practice of charging them as unpaid 
operates as a hardship upon them, the pos- 
tage having been once received by this de- 
partment, I am disposed to treat for the 
future such letters as prepaid, and deliver 
them as such. 

You will, therefore, discontinue the pre- 
sent practice of charging letters of the char- 
acter as unpaid, in United States stamps, 
and forward them to destination without ad- 
ditional charge.

The Fngitive Slave Law. | 


Virginia has discovered a new spigot in 
the United States Treasury, which she is 
bound to draw in order to relieve the dan- 
gerous plethora occasioned by the careful su- 
pervision of Secretary Guthrie. The Hous 
of Delegates of Virginia on Tuesday last hav- 
ing declared in a preamble that the Fugitive 
Slaye Law is a nullity in the Northern 
States. as a fair deduction from the assumed
